HINTED AS XMAS

The* Sunday school of the Gettys- 
j burg Methodist Episcopal church, at 
its Christmas entertainment, Wednes- 
' day evening, presented the pastor, the 
Rev. O. C. Cole, and family with a 
! purse, containing a substantial sum. 
; Thoroughly surprised, Rev. Mr. Cole 
said he was at loss for words to ex­ 
press his great appreciation for the 
1 tribute. 


“ Let’s give Gettysburg a Christmas 
present

Thus spoke N. B. Schnurman, mem­ 
ber of the borough council from the 
Third Ward. 
“What 
do 
you 
m ean?” 
Mr. 
Schnurman 
was 
askcxl. 
“Didn’t 
council recently appoint a man whose 
sole duty it is to sweep the streets 
and Center Square, and hasn’t the 
nublic thanked council for taking that 
step?” 
“Yes,” the Third Ward councilman 
agreed, “but I’m afraid a lot of the 
merchants in Center Square and on 
the four s t r e e t s radiating from it are 
not giving the street cleaner the sup­ 
port and cooperation they should.” 
Cites Example 
The Solon then cited an example. 
“On a certain street in town, I was 
passing several business places when 
I noticed the accumulation of old pa­ 
pers and sweepings on the street in 
front of these stores. 
To satisfy my 
curiosity, I picked up gome of the 
paper, and on several sheets were 
the names of the business places I 
had passed. 
Apparently, the store­ 
keeper, or some one in his employ, had 
swept the litter on the floor of the 
store onto the pavement and into the 
street, where the scraps of paper and 
dirt become the playthings of the 
wind.” 
Councilman Schnurman, it will be 
remembered, has always been an ad­ 
vocate of a cleaner and brighter Get­ 
tysburg, and in council never fails 
to take advantage of an opportunity 
to preach his doctrine that “cleanli­ 
ness is next to godliness.” 
At one 
session of council, he called attention 
to the promiscuous spitting 
on 
the 
sidewalks of town, which led council 
to instruct the police to have the 
ordinance forbidding 
that 
practice 
strictly enforced thereafter. 
Wants Clean Town 
Mr. Schnurman was speaking firm­ 
ly, but not threateningly, when he 
called upon Gettysburg merchants to 
help keep the .streets cleaner, 
by 
stopping the /practice of sweeping 
dust and dirt from their stores into 
the streets. 
“They don’t a1! do it,” Councilman 
Schnurman added, “but the several 
who don't sweep the litter from their 
stores into the streets soon become 
disgusted by the almost general prac­ 
tice of the others, with the result that 
even those who collect their sweepings 
become discouraged, and the street 
becomes the aim of their brooms.” 
“Let us give Gettysburg a Christ­ 
mas present in the form of cleaner 
streets,” continued the speaker, “and 
make the Battlefield town’one of spot­ 
less beauty, of which our own citizens 
will be proud, and which will leave a 
lasting impression of beauty on our 
millions of visitors.”

Increased Rate Is* Sought by 
j 
York-Adams Representative 
For Widows of Two 
Counties. 


Increase of pensions to 23 govern­ 
ment pensioners in York and Adams 
counties 
are called for in bills in­ 
troduced in tho house of representa­ 
tives 
yesterday 
by 
Congressman 
Franklin Menges. 
The cases covered in Mr. plunges* 
bill are Civil W ar veterans-* who arc 
now receiving pensions from the fed­ 
eral government, but whose pensions 
are limited by law because they were 
married 
subsequent to 1905. 
Mr. 
Menges’ 
hills 
would 
increase 
the 
monthly pension rate in most of these 
cases from $30 to $50. The congress­ 
man holds affidavits in each case to 
show that the pensioner is aged or 
helpless, and with little or no other 
source of support except the pension.

Records Show Girls Out­ 
number Male Mem­ 
bers In Several 
High Schools. 


■ ■- 
■■ 
The biennia! census of Adams coun­ 
ty ’s nublic school children, compiled 
at the office of W. Raymond Shank, 
county superintendent 
of 
schools, 
shows exactly IOO more boys than girls 
in the elementary schools of the coun­ 
ty, while girls outnumber boys in the 
high schools by 64. 
On the basis of the biennial cen­ 
sus, the county superintendent and his 
assistant, Lloyd Keefauver, are busily 
engaged working out the age-grade 
tables, which will be published later in 
the school bulletin. 
Some figures in 
the age-grade tables, how’ever, were 
available today at the office of County 
Superintendent Shank. 
5476 Students 
According to the census of school 
children, there are 5476 boys and girls 
in the elementary grades of the coun­ 
ty schools, while in the high schools 
there are 816 pupils. 
In the elemen­ 
tary schools there are 2788 boys and 
2688 girls, while in the high schools, 
the totals are: Boys, 376; girls, 440. 
Figures on the total number of 
scholars in the elementary classes and 
in the high schools two years ago 
were not available a t Superintendent 
Shank’s office today, although it was 
stated officially th at the number in the 
elementary grades shows a slight in­ 
crease, while the number of pupils in 
the high schools has increased ma­ 
terially in the past two years. 
The age-grade tables, compiled from 
every school in the county, ami from 
children of all ages, serve as a basis 
of showing how many boys and girls 
are young for the grades in which they 
are, the number of normal age for 
each grade and those who are old for 
their classes. 
Many Under Age 
From 
the compilations 
already 
made, it is shown that 296 boys anil 
331 girls in elementary grades are 
under age for their schools. 
The 
greatest number of boys and girls 
in the county are in their normal 
’ grades, the figures being boys, 1397; 
girls, 1526. 
More 
children in Adams 
county 
schools are over-age for their grades 
than the number who are under age, 
that is, more boys and girls have been 
retarded in their schooling for one 
reason or another, than the number 
who are ahead of their normal grades. 
The number of boys and girls in ele­ 
mentary schools, back of tiieir normal 
grades, are: Boys, 1095; girls, 831. 
Kept On Farms 
In percentages, 39.28 per cent of tho 
total numbers of boys in the county’s 
schools are back of 
their 
normal 
grades, while 30.92 per cent of the 
total number of girls are retarded. 
The rather high percentage of re­ 
tarded male pupils is attributed by 
officials in the county superintendent’s 
office to the fact that in the rural 
districts the boys are kept on farms 
for a longer time, and that the period 
of their schooling does not equal that 
of children not similarly employed. 
Ten and sixty-one hundredths per 
cent of the boys in the elementary 
schools 
are 
more 
advanced 
in 
their 
schooling 
than 
their ages 
would 
otherwise 
indicate, 
while 
12.31 
per 
cent 
of 
the girls are 
“ahead” of their grades.
